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A limited number of spaces have been made available for accredited 
newsmen who wish to observe a major Atlantic Fleet exercise in the 
Caribbean . 

The exercise, known as PHIBRIGLEX 62, will take place in the Caribbean 
during the period October 15-30 and will involve 40 ships and more than 
20,000 men. Newsmen may embark in a Navy four-engine transport departing 
from the Naval Air Facility, Andrews Air Force Base, on October 21 and 
returning to Washington on October 25- 

The climax of PHIBRIGLEX 62 will involve a land, sea and air assault 
on the mythical republic of Vieques. A brigade of Marines are being embarked 
at Morehead City, North Carolina, today, and will storm the beaches of 
Vieques from amphibious ships of the Atlantic Fleet, by helicopter and 
landing craft on October 23 -
